Pekin, Nov . 17.—W hile the Chinese

he helplessness of the gov ernm ent 
v as nev er m ore conspicuously dis­ 
mayed. 
Sev eral long councils hav e 
>©en held at the palace during the 
ast fortnight, b ut the highest officials 
lev ote

energy 
to 
intriguing 
igainst their riv als and trying to shift 
he responsib ility than to dealing with 
he prob lem ,of w hat m e"lu res should 
>e taken. 
A foreigner who has frequently b een 
Lt the palace describ es the dowager 
im press 
as 
appearing 
greatly 
dig­ 
ressed. 
The M anchus are b eginning 
o realize that the loss of the seat of 
heir dynasty m eans the loss of the 
jreattge and possib ly endangers the 
luccession. 
A fter applying to the Am erican and 
Japanese legations for assistance the 
Chinese foreign office adm its that its 
jollcy is to aw ait the dev elopm ents of 
he R ussian-Japan negotiations, hop- 
ng that they will result in a partial 
’©Bioral ion of M anchuria. 
The idea 
» f closer relations b etween China and 
rapan is spreading rapidly and is 
nuch discussed b y officials and in tho 
►rass.

JAPAN IS BITTER 


Eng land's Attitude No t Pleasing to 
Yankees o f the Orient. 
Pekin, Nov . 17.—The reform diplo­ 
m ats at Pekin ars aw aiting dev elop­ 
m ents in the R usso-Japanese negotia­ 
tions with keenest interest, b ut are 
not sanguine of their success b ecause 
they are unab le to see what term s ara 
possib le unless one nation distinctly 
surrenders. 
Japan has asserted that 
R ussia’s fulfillment of the ev acuation 
conv ention is essential to agreem ent, 
and has promised China not to sanc­ 
tion any arrangem ent im pairing Chi­ 
n a’s sov ereignty in M anchuria. 
All of R ussia’s officials in the East 
declare that her dom ination of Man­ 
churia is necessary for her w ants and 
the safety of the tran s Sib erian rail­ 
road. and that R ussia must hold all 
that she has taken. 
Adv ices from 
Japan are to the effect that the Japs 
are getting b itter against England b e­ 
cause they b eliev e the latter country 
entered into an alliance with Japan 
expecting that its proclam ation would 
result in R ussia w ithdraw ing 
from 
M anchuria 
and 
therefore 
regarding 
w ar as a faint possib ility 
R ussia re­ 
fused to retire, and now’ England, fear­ 
ing that she may b e draw n into war 
through the alliance, is exerting her 
influence as an ally to induce Japan 
to recognlee what 
Lord Cran b orne 
called “R ussia’s rather special posi­ 
tion in M anchuria.” 
B alfour’s exhortation to Japan to 
m ake m oderate dem ands is also con­ 
sidered helpful to R ussia in the ne­ 
gotiations b y notifying her that Eng­ 
land's support of Japan Is lukew arm . 


Russia No t Co ncerned. 
St 
Petersb urg, Nov . 17.—The gov ­ 
ernm ent has receiv ed no news of the 
engagem ent reported from Tien Tsin 
Nov . 13 b etween the R ussian troops 
m arching towkffl Shan Kai Kwan and 
a force of im perial Chinese troops, the 
R ussians, it was asserted, pretending 
that the im perial force was a b and of 
Chinese rob b ers.

Sweetheart 
Ex presses Faith 
In the 
Inno cence o f Defendant. 
Ev ansv ille. Ind.. Nov . 17.—Judge 
W. 
W. Ireland of the circuit court ov er­ 
ruled the motion for a new trial in 
b ehalf of W illiam Trim b le, conv icted 
of taking part in the July riots, and 
sentenced him to prison under the 
indeterm inate sentence law’. 
Before 
sentence was passed Trim b le said: 
“Judge. I am an innocent man. 
If sen­ 
tenced I will serv e tim e along with 
the men who are guilty. 
I hav e b een 
persecuted." 
W ith Trim b le in the courtroom were 
his m other and Miss Ida Koengel. a 
young woman to whom he is b etroth­ 
ed. 
Trim b le and the young woman 
intended to m arry long ago had not 
the form er b een a rre sted on the charge 
of riotous conspiracy. As they walked 
from the courtroom Miss Koengel was 
heard to say: 
“Two years will soon 
roll b y, and I b eliev e you are an in­ 
nocent man. 
I will rem ain tru e to 
you and we will m arry when you are 
released from prison.” 
Trim b le will b e 
taken to prison 
some tim e this week.

Typhoid fev er is reported as the 
moat prev alent disease, sev enty-eight 
counties reporting the disease. D eaths 
were reported from sixty-four coun­ 
ties. 
R heum atism was s« *cond in 
prev alence. 
D iarrhoea, second during 
the month of Septem b er, occupied the 
sev enth place in prev alence in Octo­ 
b er. 
The order of the diseases in 
prev alence during O ctob er was: 
Ty­ 
phoid fev er, interm ittent fetor. b ron­ 
chitis. tons! I tilt, scarlet fev er, diar­ 
rhea, diphtheria, croup, pneum onia, in­ 
fluenza, plurals, erysipelas, m easles, 
dysentery, cholera m orb us, inflam m a­ 
tion of the b owels, whooping cough, 
cholera infantum and cereb rospinal 
m eningitis. 
Smallpox was m ore prev alent last 
m onth than it was during O ctob er of 
19 02. though the disease was not of 
so v iolent a type. 
One deash out of 
324 eases was reported thie year in 
thirty-eight counties, while in Octob er 
of 19 02. in thirty-fiv e counties, 29 8 
cases with nineteen deaths were re 
ported. 
The v ital statistics of the month 
showed that there were 2,572 deaths, 
a rate of twelv e. 
The city death rate 
was 15.4, while that of the country 
was 10.3. 
Tub erculosis claim ed 256 
v ictim s, while 160 died from typhoid 
fev er. 
D iphtheria caused 63 deaths;

“The 
responsib ility 
m ust b e placed on the shoulders of 
the chief train dispatcher. B. C. Byers, 
at K ankakee, IIL, b ecause it was his 
duty to protect the tw-o special trains 
sent out from L afayette that day, in 
either or b oth of two ways. 
He should 
hav e notified G eneral Y ardm aster J. 
Q. Hicks or he should hav e placed sig­ 
nals on the regular No, 34, which left 
L afayette sev en hours and fiv e min 
utes in adv ance of the first special 
if he had done either the wreck would 
nev er 
Lav e 
occurred. 
Testim ony 
showed that It has b een inv ariab ly 
the case that the chief train dispatch­ 
er had notified th© yardm aster of the 
running of special trains, not m erely 
to facilitate operations, b ut for th© 
protection of these trains. 
W itnesses 
could not 
recall a single instance 
where the chief train dispatcher had 
not giv en such notification. 
John Q. 
H icks testified that it was not a rule 
of th© railroad com pany that such no­ 
tifications should b e giv en the general 
yardm aster, b ut that it had b een the 
custom , and he could not recall a v ari­ 
ation from that custom 
A fter his 
failure to notify Y ardm aster Hicks, 
Chief D ispatcher Byers cojld 
hav e 
prev ented the catastrophe b y placing 
signals on No 34, the regi Ja r train 
from la fa ye tte , w arning em ployes in 
this city that two special train s ru n ­ 
ning as sections of No. 34, sev en hours 
late, m ust b e expected, and the track 
cleared for them . 
This has liean don© 
in some instances, it was testified." 
No Marne was attached b y the cor­ 
oner to E ngineer Shum aker and Con­ 
ductor Johnson of the wrecked train.

Protected b y the im penetrab ility 
of the land and the m any leagues of 
coast-line separating the isthm us from 
Colomb ia, 
and 
confident 
that 
the 
U nited S tates intends to prev ent the 
landing of Colomb ian soldiers from 
the sea, th© isthm ians fee! that their 
security is ab solute. 
The loss of the isthm ian territory is 
of course a tragedy for Colomb ia. The 
gov ernm ent at Bogota is prob ab ly ig­ 
norant of the attitu d e taken b y the 
gov ernm ent of the United S tates dur­ 
ing the last two weeks 
In a frenzy 
“to sav e its face.” to appease an an­ 
gry and disappointed populace and to 
satisfy the pub lic dem and for some ap­ 
pearance of activ ity and an attem pt 
to sav e the honor and the territorial 
integrity of Colomb ia, the gov ernment. 
is no doub t prom ising and threatening 
to send forces to the coast and to take 
other aggressiv e steps. 
The realiza­ 
tion b y the Colomb ian gov ernm ent of 
the Im possib ility of sending troops to 
the isthm us would not necessarily de­ 
te r it from taking these steps, which. 
as already stated, are intended m ere­ 
ly to satisfy th© people 
W ell-inform ­ 
ed people on the isthm us b eliev e that 
the Colomb ian gov ernm ent is going 
through all tb eao form s of organizing 
expeditions not m erely for the fore­ 
going reasons, b ut owing to the nares 
sity of forestalling or of w eakening the 
threatened rev olutionary outb reak in 
Bogota. 
The grow ing feeling against P resi­ 
dent M arroquin is b eliev ed to b e due 
to the fact that he did not show auf 
flclent determ ination to effect the ra t­ 
ification of the canal treaty, which 
would hav e sav ed the isthm us to Col­ 
omb ia. and b ecause he appointed Gen­ 
eral Ob aldia gov ernor of the depart­ 
m ent of Panam a after Ob aidia had de­ 
clared that he would rem ain a Colom­ 
b ian lf the treaty were ratified, b ut 
that otherw ise he wolild only b e a 
Panam anian. 
General Ob aldia was 
b orn in Chiriqui. in the state of P an ­ 
am a. 
M iners and others fam iliar with the 
coast on b oth sides of the isthm us de­ 
clare that any attem pt to m arch an 
expeditionary arm y from any part of 
Colomb ia to the isthm us would b e fu­ 
tile 
Both coasts consist of im passa 
hie jungles and sw am ps and riv ers, 
w ithout towns or roatfs or any m eans 
for the prov isioning of an army.

m em b ers of the ju n ta hav e not the 
slightest fear that any such expedition 
will b e attem pted, and they receiv e 
the reports of such expeditions with 
equanim ity.

New Ru les Ado p ted b y th e 
State Co mmittee. 


The sub-committee on roles of the 
Republican State committee at a meet­ 
ing held last week at Indianapolis, 
adopted a number of uew rules regulat­ 
ing the selection of delegates to state, 
congressional and legislative conven­ 
tions, and other phases of party WQrk. 
The sub-committee will make its report 
to the State committee at a meeting to 
be held Dec. lith , and if the report is 
approved the rules will take effect at 
once. 
The new rules provide, briefly: 
First—No candidate or 
committee 
shall be permitted to name delegates to 
any state, congressional or legislative 
convention. 
The county committees 
roost divide the counties into districts, 
the number of which shall be as nearly 
as possible and practicable in proportion 
to the number of delegates to which the 
coonties are entitled, and the voters in 
such districts shall select the delegates 
either by direct primary or mass con­ 
vention. 
Second—In joint legislative districts 
into which one county is throwu by rea­ 
son of excessive vote, soch county shall 
be represented by a number of delegates 
proportionate to such excess vote 
Third—In joint legislative districts, 
composed of an even number of counties 
in which the county chairmen fail to 
agree as to the time and place of hold­ 
ing the convention 
the chairman of 
the State committee 
shall call the 
convention and fix the time aud place. 
Fourth—In case a vacancy arises in 
the office of county chairman, by death 
or any other cause, tho district chair­ 
man shall call a meeting of the central 
committee of soch county to select a 
new chairman. 
The district chairman 
shall preside at such called meeting. 


Bad Fo r Co u n try Dealers. 


The new revenue regulations which 
went into effect November the first will 
cause a great deal of friction between 
tobacco dealers aud revenue men. 
Although the rule has been in force 
only a week, the officers already are 
meeting with a great deal of trouble in 
making dealers understand the uew rule. 
The role laid down by Commissioner 
J . W. Yerkes applies mainly to the sale 
of tobacco. 
Under the new regolations, 
tobacco in any form can lie sold only 
from original packages. 
This means 
that the retail dealer must keep the to­ 
bacco in the caddy or cartoon in which 
he purchased it, and takes it from there 
in making the sale. 
The enforcement of the new rule, col­ 
lectors say, will almost put a nend to 
the business of peddlers and hucksters. 
They have I*en accustomed to carry to­ 
bacco in small package) with them in 
making their rounds, especially in the 
country districts. 
In the future they 
must carry the whole package or else 
bring in orders from purchasers, which 
eau be filled by wrapping up the tobac­ 
co or cigars in packages marked with 
the purchaser's name. 
Hucksters and 
peddlers are required to furnish boud to 
obey the regulations before licenses to 
sell at retail will be issued to them. The 
bond is $500 where a man uses a single 
horse, ami $1,000 for a two-horse outfit. 
Country merchants are also being in­ 
jured by the regulation. 
Some of them, 
it is said, will have to drop the tobacco 
business, as they cannot afford to buy 
tobacco in large quantities. 
These new rules were made to prevent 
so much fraud in filling cigar boxes and 
tobacco packages a second time.
